ployed on It; tiiat an affidavit was s e 
cured ft oui the man who exploded the 
dynam ite, and at this Juncture Tag 
gait caused the investigation to he 
discontinued. T he grand Jury has gone 
into the m atter and is trying to ger 
the man who m ade the affidavit, btl; 
he has disappeared. 
On the d.iy foil**wing Hie explosion 
at French Lick, Detective Morgan, of 
this city, went th ere and began an in 
vestigatlon 
He learned that a mein 
ber 
of 
the 
ironw orkers' 
exe< utive 
board had been to French Lick and 
that, following his viHit, another Iron­ 
worker and a m em ber of the union, 
went to French Lick and represen **d 
himself as a non union man and got 
em ploym ent oil the building. This man

TIMELY HINTS 
FOR FARMERS 


Capped Elbow In Horse. 
Frequently horses iii tyiug down 
press the foot or the shoe against the 
elbow. 
This In time muses tritium 
unit.iou aud ends in a tumor or shoe 
boil. 
The diseased condition is ditii- 
cnlt to repair, as there Is little flesh 
or muscle at the Joint of the elbow 
where the trouble starts. 
Treatment consists of opening the 
boil and allowing the fluid to escape. 
In case the swelling u hot and pain­ 
ful an application of loud acetate will 
prove comforting ami helpful. In pre­ 
paring the lotion us** two tnhles|>oon- 
fuls of acetate of lead to u quart of 
w'nter. 
There Is no objection to in­ 
jecting a little of this into Hie open­ 
ing. 
An injection of a little tincture 
of iodine once a day into tin* opening 
is desirable also. 
In treating cases of 
this kind it Is a good practice to wraj 
about the horse’s foot a pad of atrav 
or hay for cushioning tile fruit.—Amer­ 
ican Agriculturist.

Auy farm that supports a small pas­ 
ture should have a few sheep.

if the laud is rough aud apparently 
worthless for crops, by wise manage­ 
ment It may be terraced and sown to 
Bermuda or some other hardy gras* 
for sheep grazing 
As foragers sheep are second to 
none unless It be their relative, the 
gout. 
Sheep require little tither food 
Hum the pasture, except iii winter, 
when they should Is* housed and fed 
luiy aud a little concentrated food. 
Sheep reproduce rapidly, aud the 
money invested in them is s*»on re 
turned with interest. 
There are few 
animals that will pay 
i i * well when 
given the proper attention 
Most every’ farm ue**ds a rn ma Is to 
afford fresh meat In season during 
the year. 
Mutton is palatable and 
wholesome, 
and 
the animal 
being 
small makes sheep dealt able for this 
purpose. 
Wool and hides continue to 
bring good prices, aud there are many
